This  department  will  meet  a  want  of  the  Church  fully  understood 
and  generally  appreciated,  and  will  contribute  much  to  the  moral  and 
religious  character  of  the  students  generally.  It  has  been  in  operation 
one  year  and  is  very  successful. 
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Full  reports  are  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  six  times  during  the 
year;  these  reports  are  made  with  care,  and  refer  to  scholarship,  atten- 
tion to  duty ;  punctuality  at  prayers,  preaching-  and  .Sabbath  school ; 
to  expenses,  manners  and  character  generally.  They  neither  Hatter  nor 
palliate,  and  give  very  complete  information  on  almost  ever}'  thing 
specially  interesting-  to  our  patrons. 

We  have  laws  and  regulations  to  which  all  are  required  to  yield 
obedience  ;  but  we  do  not  think  that  students  should  be  left  to  them- 
selves and  the  letter  of  the  law.  We  endeavor  by  all  proper  means, 
personal  and  public,  religious  and  social,  to  make  every  one  a  success- 
ful and  useful  man.  No  parent  need  suppose  that  his  son  is  deprived 
of  warnings,  admonitions  and  affectionate  advice  ;  we  endeavor  to  cul- 
tivate as  well  as  educate,  and  strive  by  all  proper  means  to  avoid  the 
evils  so  common  to  college  life.  So  soon  as  we  are  convinced  that  any 
student  will  not  do  well,  or  that  he  will  deteriorate  by  remaining,  we 
cause  him  to  be  taken  home. 

The  following  general  laws  must  be  observed  : 

1.  Every  applicant  must  enter  College  as  soon  as  possible  after  he 
arrives,  and  must  consult  the  President  before  making  any  engage- 
ments for  board. 

2.  All  moneys  must  be  deposited  with  the  President,  and  all  ex- 
penses should  be  paid  through  him. 

I).  All  students  under  age  shotdd  bring  a  letter  from  parent  or  guar- 
dian, and  all  others  should  bring  a  letter  of  introduction  or  a  certificate 
of  character. 

4.  Xo  student  is  permitted  to  have  in  his  possession  at  College,  imy 
pistol,  gim,  or  other  weapon,  or  to  play  at  any  game  of  chance,  to  drink 
any  intoxicating  liquors,  or  to  use  profane  or  indecent  language. 

5.  Every  student  must  faithfully  observe  the  general  routine  regu- 
lations, and  must  attend  Sabbath  school  and  preaching  in  the  College 
chapel  on  the  Sabbath.

The  division  of  the  Course  of  Study  into  Schools,  by  no  means  diminishes 
the  acquirements  requisite  to  obtain  Collegiate  honors.  The  Student  must  be 
well  prepared  aud  use  great  industry  to  accomplish  the  prescribed  Course  in 
four  years.  We  have  two  Courses  for  full  graduation,  differing  from  each 
other  in  the  Languages  studied  ;  and  in  Applied  Mathematics  and  Natural 
Science.  The  two  Courses  are  believed  to  be  about  equal,  and  the  Students 
in"  them  will  be  of  equal  rank  in  College  exercises  and  honors. 

In  no  department  is  instruction  confined  to  the  text-books,  but  is  extended 
by  ample  courses  of  lectures,  references  and  illustrations.  The  Museum, 
Philosophical  and  Chemical  Apparatus,  Maps,  Charts,  Models,  &c,  are  good 
and  sufficiently  extensive  for  all  ordinary  purposes.  We  have  all  necessary 
means  for  Chemical  Analysis,  Surveys,  Practical  Engineering,  &c.

Those  who  wish  to  prosecute  some  particular  study,  or  those  of  any  one 
School,  wil!  find  the  most  ample  and  efficient  accommodation.  Their  classes 
and  recitations  will  be  suitably  arranged;  they  will  enjoy  all  the  privileges 
of  the  Societies,  Libraries,  (fee,  and  will  receive  certificates  of  scholarship 
according  to  advancement. 


grqmratary  geprtturnt. 

We  have  a  good  Preparatory  School  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 
the  Faculty.     Boys  of  any  age  or  attainment  are  received.     Their  arrange- 
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ments  for  rooms  and  study  are  pleasant;  they  are  carefully  guarded  and 
thoroughly  instructed;  their  expenses  are  as  moderate  as  at  Preparatory 
Schools  generally,  and  they  enjoy  many  advantages  not  generally  attainable 
in  private  schools. 

Full  reports  are  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  five  times  during  the  year; 
these  reports  are  made  with  care,  and  refer  to  scholarship,  attention  to  duty: 
punctuality  at  prayers,  preaching  and  Sabbath  school;  to  expenses,  manners 
and  character  generally.  They  neither  flatter  nor  palliate,  and  give  very 
complete  information  on  almost  every  thing  specially  interesting  to  our 
patrons. 

We  have  laws  and  regulations  to  which  all  are  required  to  yield  obedience; 
but  we  do  not  think  that  students  should  be  left  to  themselves  and  the  letter 
of  the  law.  We  endeavor  by  all  proper  means,  personal  and  public,  reli- 
gious and  social,  to  make  every  one  a  successful  and  useful  man.  No  parent 
need  suppose  that  his  son  is  deprived  of  warnings,  admonitions  and  affec- 
tionate advice;  we  endeavor  to  cultivate  as  well  as  educate,  and  strive  by  all 
proper  means  to  avoid  the  evils  so  common  to  college  life.  So  soon  as  we 
are  convinced  that  any  student  will  not  do  well,  or  that  he  will  deteriorate  by 
remaining,  we  cause  him  to  be  taken  home. 

The  following  general  laws  must  be  observed: 

1.  Every  applicant  must  enter  College  as  soon  as  possible  after  he  arrives, 
and  must  consult  the  President  before  making  any  engagements  for  board. 

2.  All  moneys  must  be  deposited  with  the  President,  and  all  expenses 
should  be  paid  through  him. 

3.  All  students  under  age  should  bring  a  letter  from  parent  or  guar- 
dian, and  all  others  should  bring  a  letter  of  introduction  or  a  certificate  of 
character. 

4.  No  student  is  permitted  to  have  in  his  possession  at  College,  any 
pistol,  gun,  or  other  weapon,  or  to  play  at  any  game  of  chance,  to  drink  any 
intoxicating  liquors,  or  to  use  profane  or  indecent  language. 

5.  Every  student  must  faithfully  observe  the  general  routine  regulations, 
and  must  attend  Sabbath  school  and  preaching  in  the  College  chapel  on  the 
Sabbath.

There  are  thorough  examinations  at  the  end  of  each  term.  None  who 
avoid  them,  or  fail,  can  obtain  distinction.  The  examinations  are  oral  and 
written,  they  take  the  whole  range  of  the  subjects  studied,  and  are  intended 
to  be  tests  of  scholarship.  Honors  are  based  upon  the  daily  grade  given  by 
the  Professor,  and  upon  the  final  examination.  The  examinations  are  suffi- 
ciently comprehensive  and  difficult  to  render  it  impossible  for  the  Student  to 
acquire  distinction  without  respectable  scholarship.

1.  Certificates  of  Proficiency,  given  for  satisfactory  attainments 
in  any  School.     In  all,  except  this,  regular  Diplomas  are  given. 

2.  Graduate  in  a  School,  conferred  upon  those  who  have  com- 
pleted the  studies  in  any  School,  and  have  passed  a  satisfactory  exam- 
ination. 

3.  Bachelor'  of  Science,  conferred  for  approved  examination  upon 
all  the  studies  in  the  Schools  of  Mathematics,  Natural  Science,  Engin. 
eering  and  Architecture,  and  Analytical  Chemistry.       , 

4.  Bachelor  of  Arts,  conferred  upon  those  who  have  graduated 
in  the  Schools  of  Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics,  English  Literature,  Nat- 
ural Science,  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  and  French;  or,  in  either 
Latin  or  Greek,  Mathematics,  English  Literature,  Natural  Science, 
Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  French  and  German;  and  Engineering 
and  Architecture,  or  Analytical  Chemistry. 

5.  Master  of  Arts,  conferred  upon  those  who  have  graduated  in 
Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics  pure  and  applied,  English  Literature, 
Natural  Science,  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  French  and  German. 
An  Essay  on  some  subject  selected  by  the  Faculty,  must  be  prepared 
by  the  Student  for  Commencement  Day.

XL.  School  of  Law.

Commercial  School. 

In  this  Book-Keeping  is  thoroughly  taught,  both  theoretically  and 
practically.  All  the  forms  and  special  applications  of  Book-Keeping 
are  fully  exemplified,  and  ample  instruction  is  given  in  the  specialties 
of  the  business  pursuits  to  which  the  student  proposes  devote  himself. 


The  division  of  the  Course  of  Study  into  Schools,  by  no  means 
diminishes  the  acquirements  requisite  to  obtain  Collegiate  honors. 
The  Student  must  be  well  prepared  and  use  great  industry  to  accom- 
plish the  prescribed  Course  in  four  years.  We  have  two  Courses  for 
full  graduation,  differing  from  each  other  in  the  Languages  studied  ; 
and  in  Applied  Mathematics  and  Natural  Science.  The  two  Courses 
are  believed  to  be  about  equal,  and  the  Students  in  them  will  be  of 
equal  rank  in  College  exercises  and  honors. 

In  no  department  is  instruction  confined  to  the  text-books,  but  is 
extended  by  ample  courses  of  lectures,  references  and  illustrations. 
The  Museum,  Philosophical  and  Chemical  Apparatus,  Maps,  Charts, 
Models,  &c,  are  good  and  sufficiently  extensive  for  all  ordinary  pur- 
.  poses.  We  have  all  necessary  means  for  Chemical  Analysis,  Surveys, 
Practical  Engineering,  &c. 

Those  who  wish  to  prosecute  some  particular  study,  or  those  of  any 
one  School,  will  find  the  most  ample  and  efficient  accommodation. 
Their  classes  and  recitations  will  be  suitably  arranged  ;  they,  will  en- 
joy all  the  privileges  of  the  Societies,  Libraries,  &c,  and  will  receive 
certificates  of  scholarship  according  to  advancement. 


We  have  a  good  Preparatory  School  under  the  immediate  supervis- 
ion of  the  Faculty.  Boys  of  any  age  or  attainment  are  received.  Their 
arrangements  for  rooms  and  study  are  pleasant ;  they  are  carefully 
guarded  and  thoroughly  instructed ;  their  expenses  are  as  moderate  as 
at  Preparatory  Schools  generally,  and  they  enjoy  many  advantages 
not  generally  attainable  in  private  schools. 

Full  reports  are  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  five  times  during  the 
year ;  these  reports  are  made  with  care,  and  refer  to  scholarship,  at- 
tention to  duty  :  punctually  at  prayers,  preaching  and  Sabbath  school; 
to  expenses,  manners  and  character  generally.  They  neither  flatter 
nor  palliate,  and  give  very  complete  information  on  almost  every  thing 
specially  interesting  to  our  patrons. 


We  have  laws  and  regulations  to  which  all  are  required  to  yield 
obedience ;  but  we  do  not  think  that  students  shoidd  be  left  to  them- 
selves and  the  letter  of  the  law.  We  endeavor  by  all  proper  means, 
personal  and  public,  religious  and  social,  to  make  every  one  a  success- 
ful and  useful  man.  No  parent  need  suppose  that  his  son  is  deprived 
of  warnings,  admonitions  and  affectionate  advice  ;  we  endeavor  to  cul- 
tivate as  well  as  educate,  and  strive  by  all  proper  means  to  avoid  the 
evils  so  common  to  college  life.  So  soon  as  we  are  convinced  that 
any  student  will  not  do  well,  or  that  he  will  deteriorate  by  remaining, 
we  cause  him  to  be  taken  home. 

The  following  general  laws  must  be  observed  : 


1.  Every  applicant  must  enter  College  as  soon  as  possible  after  he 
arrives,  and  must,  in  all  cases,  consult  the  President  before  making 
engagements  for  board,  or  any  other  College  arrangement. 

2.  All  funds  must  be  deposited  with  the  President,  and  all  regular 
expenses  must  be  paid  through  him.  No  departure  from  this  rule 
will  be  permitted,  except  by  special  agreement. 

3.  All  students,  under  age,  must  bring  a  letter  from  parent  or 
guardian,  and  all  others  must  bring  a  letter  of  introduction  or  a  certi- 
ficate of  character. 
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4.  No  student  is  permitted  to  have  in  his  possession  at  College, 
any  pistol,  gun,  or  other  weapon,  or  to  play  at  any  game  of  chance,  to 
drink  any  intoxicating,  liquors,  or  to  use  profane  or  indecent  language. 

5.  Every  student  must  faithfully  observe  the  general  routine  regu- 
lations, and  must  attend  Sabbath  school  and  preaching  in  the  College 
chapel  on  the  Sabbath. 

Students  may  enter  at  any  time,  and  pay  from  the  time  of  entering 
to  the  end.  of  the  term.  Those  who  remain  away  two  or  three  weeks 
at  the  begining  of  any  term,  and  then  enter  the  regular  classes,  will 
be  charged  tuition  for  the  whole  time.  No  deduction  is  at  any  time 
made  after  entering,  except  in  cases  of  protracted  sickness. 
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If  patrons  wish  their  sons  or  wards  to  leave  the  College  during  the 
year,  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  home  or  any  other  place  at  a  distance, 
a  note  to  that  effect  must  be  sent  to  the  President. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  regular,  systematic,  physical  training, 
securing  health,  development  and  all  proper  manly  accomplishments. 
Daily  exercise  is  required.

Every  student  must  observe  such  propriety  of  language,  form  in 
manners,  and  gentlemanly  deportment,  as  are  proper  for  cultured, 
Christian  people ;  any  departure  therefrom  will  be  cause  for  repri- 
mand, suspension  or  dismission.

Any  de- 
parture from  this  rule  must  be  by  previous  arrangement.  Checks  and 
drafts  can  be  sent  by  letter,  money  should  be  sent  by  Express. 

Trinity  is  a  Money  Order  Office.  Post  Office  Orders  on  Trinity  can 
be  obtained  at  all  the  principal  offices  in  the  country.  These  may  al- 
ways be  sent  at  our  risk.  .  All  funds  should  be  sent  to  the  President, 
not  to  the  Student.  - 

Students  are  supplied  with  all  necessary  Text-Books  and  Stationery, 
at  a  small  advance  on  cost. 

Maimed  soldiers,  and  indigent  young  men  who  desire  assistance  in 
procuring  an  education,  may  be  assisted.  '  They  should  correspond 
with  the  President,  stating  their  circumstances  minutely.  In  all 
meritorious  cases,  in  which  friends  will  contribute  some  part,  the  Col- 
lege will  aid  as  far  as  possible. 

There  are  thorough  examinations  at  the  end  of  each  grade.  None 
who  avoid  them,  or  faiL  can  obtain  distinction.  The  examinations 
are  oral  and  written;  they  take  the  whole  range  of  the  subjects  stud- 
ied, and  are  intended  to  be  tests  of  scholarship.  Honors  are  based 
upon  the  daily  grade  given  by  the  Professor,  and  upon  the  final  ex- 
amination. The  examinations  are  sufficiently  comprehensive  and  dif- 
ficult to  render  it  impossible  for  the  Student  to  acquire  distinction 
without  respectable  scholarship. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  and  a  Theological  Society.  These 
afford  a  fine  opportunity  for  improvement,  and  contribute  much  to 
the  literary  efficiency  of  the  Institution.  They  have  elegantly  fur- 
nished halls,  and  good  libraries. 
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•  We  wish  to  enlarge  our  collection  of  Fossils,  Indian  Relics,  and  rare 
or  curious  Minerals.  "We  hope  the  friends  of  the'  College.mil  aid  in 
collecting  such  articles,  or  inform  the  President  of  the  College  where 
they  can  be  obtained.

Trinity  is  about  one  hundred  miles  west  of  Raleigh,  near  High  Point 
on  the  Central  Rail  Road-  For  health,  the  location  cannot  be  sur- 
passed ;  it  is  nine  hundred  feet  above  the  ocean  level,  in  an  rolling 
oak  country,  and  has  good  mineral  water  near  enough  to  the  College 
for  daily  use,  and  several  springs  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  It  is  in 
a  fine  farming  country,  and  agriculture  with  all  modern  machinery 
and  improved  appliances  can  be  seen  by  the  Students. 

By  the  North  Carolina  Rail  Road  and  various  lines  of  Stages,  the 
College  is  easily  approached  from  all  points.  All  passengers  by  rail 
road  should  stop  at  High  Point,  where  they  will  find  the  College  hack 
every  day,  except  Sunday.

We 
have  all  necessary  means  for  Chemical  Analysis,  Surveys,  Practical  En- 
gineering, &c. 

Those  who  wish  to  prosecute  some  particular  study,  or  those  of  any 
one  School,  will  find  the  most  ample  and  efficient  accommodation. 
Their  classes  and  recitations  will  be  suitably  arranged ;  they  will  enjoy 
all  the  privileges  of  the  Societies,  Libraries,  &c  ,  and  will  receive  cer- 
tificates of  scholarship  according  to  advancement. 
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We  have  a  good  Preparatory  School  under  the  immediate  supervision 
of  the  Faculty.  Boys  of  any  age  or  attainment  are  received.  Their 
arrangements  for  rooms  and  study  are  pleasant ;  they  are  carefully 
guarded  and  thoroughly  instructed  ;  their  expenses  are  as  moderate  as 
at  Preparatory  Schools  generally,  and  they  enjoy  many  advantages  not 
generally  attainable  in  private  schools.

Full  reports  are  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  five  times  during  the 
year;  these  reports  are  made  with  care,  and  refer  to  scholarship,  atten- 
tion to  duty;  punctuality  at  prayers,  preaching  and  Sabbath  school ;  to 
expenses,  manners  and  character  generally.  They  neither  flatter  nor 
palliate,  and  give  very  complete  information  on  almost  every  thing 
specially  interesting  to  our  patrons. 

We  have  laws  ami  regulations  to  which  all  are  required  to  yield  obe- 
dience; but  we  do  not  think  that  students  should  be  left  to  themselves 
and  the  letter  of  the  law.  We  endeavor  by  all  proper  means,  personal 
and  public,  religious  and  social,  to  make  every  one  a  successful  and  use- 
ful man.  No  parent  need  suppose  that  his  son  is  deprived  of  warnings, 
admonitions  and  affectionate  advice ;  we  endeavor  to  cultivate  as  well 
as  educate,  and  strive,  by  all  proper  means,  to  avoid  the  evils  so  common 
to  college  life.  So  soon  as  we  are  convinced  that  any  student  will  not 
do  well,  or  that  he  will  deteriorate  by  remaining,  we  cause  him  to  be 
taken  home. 

The  following  general  laws  must  be  observed: 

1.  Every  applicant  must  enter  College  as  soon  as  possible  after  he 
arrives,  and  must,  in  all  cases,  consult  the  President  before  making 
engagements  for  board,  or  any  other  College  arrangement. 

2.  All  funds  must  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer,  and  all  regular 
expenses  must  be  paid  through  him.  No  departure  from  this  rule  will 
be  permitted,  except  by  special  agreement. 

3.  All  students,  under  age,  must  bring  a  letter  from  parent  or  guar- 
dian, and  all  others  must  bring  a  letter  of  introduction  or  a  certificate 
of  character. 
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4.  No  student  is  permitted  to  have  in  his  possession  at  College,  any 
pistol,  gun,  or  other  weapon,  or  to  play  at  any  game  of  chance,  to  drink 
any  intoxicating  liquors,  or  to  use  profane  or  indecent  language. 

5.  Ever}'  student  must  faithfully  observe  the  general  routine  regula- 
tions, and  must  attend  Sabbath  school  and  preaching  in  the  College 
chapel  on  the  Sabbath. 

Students  may  enter  at  any  time,  and  pay  from  the  time  of  entering 
to  the  end  of  the  term.  Those  who  remain  away  two  or  three  weeks 
at  the  beginning  of  any  term,  and  then  enter  the  regular  classes,  will 
be  charged  tuition  for  the  whole  time.  No  deduction  is  at  any  time 
made  after  entering,  except  in  cases  of  protracted  sickness. 

If  patrons  -wish  their  sons  or  wards  to  leave  the  College  during  the 
year,  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  home  or  any  other  place  at  a  distanee, 
a  note  to  that  effect  must  be  sent  to  the  President. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  regular,  systematic,  physical  training, 
securing  health,  development  and  all  proper  manly  accomplishments. 
Daily  exercise  is  required. 

Every  student  must  observe  such  propriety  of  language,  form  in 
manners,  and  gentlemanly  deportment,  as  are  proper  for  cultured, 
Christian  people ;  any  departure  therefrom  will  be  cause  for  reprimand, 
suspension  or  dismission.

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The  usual  expenses,  in  the  Literary  Societies  and  for  Commencement, 
are  about  $10  per  annum.  There  are  no  other  items  of  expense  in  any 
way.  When  money  is  furnished  the  President  in  advance,  according 
to  our  published  estimates,  he  will,  at  all  times,  give  a  receipt  in  full 
for  the  term. 

All  payments  to  be  made  in  currency;  board,  monthly  in  advance,  tuition, 
half  in  advance,  the  remainder  at  the  middle  of  the  term.  Any  departure 
from  this  rule  must  be  by  previous  arrangement.  Checks  and  drafts 
can  be  sent  by  letter,  money  should  be  sent  by  Express. 

Trinity  is  a  Money  Order  Office.  Post  Office  Orders  on  Trinity  can 
be  obtained  at  all  the  principal  offices  in  the  country.  These  may  al- 
ways be  sent  at  our  risk.  All  funds  should  be  sent  to  the  President, 
not  to  the  Student. 

Students  are  supplied  with  all  necessary  Text -Books  and  Stationery, 
at  a  small  advance  on  cost. 

Maimed  soldiers,  and  indigent  young  men  who  desire  assistance  in 
procuring  an  education,  may  be  assisted.  They  should  correspond 
with  the  President,  stating  their  circumstances  minutely.  In  all  meri- 
torious cases,  in  which  friends  will  contribute  some  part,  the  College 
will  aid  as  far  as  possible.

There  are  thorough  examinations  at  the  end  of  each  grade.  None 
may  avoid  them.  The  examinations  are  oral  and  (written ;  they  take 
the  whole  range  of  the  subjects  studied,  and  are  intended  to  be  tests 
of  scholarship.  Honors  are  based  upon  the  daily  grade  given  by  the 
Professor,  and  upon  the  final  examination.  The  examinations  are 
sufficiently  comprehensive  and  difficult  to  render  it  impossible  for  the 
Student  to  acquire  distinction  without  respectable  scholarship. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  and  a  Theological  Society.  These 
afford  a  fine  opportunity  for  improvement,  and  contribute  much  to  the 
literary  efficiency  of  the  Institution.  They  have  elegantly  furnished 
halls,  and  good  libraries.

1.  Certificates  of  Proficiency,  given  for  satisfactory  attainments  in 
any  School.     In  all,  except  this,  regular  Diplomas  are  given. 

2.  Graduate  in  a  School,  conferred  upon  those  who  have  completed 
the  studies  in  any  School,  and  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination. 

3.  Bachelor  of  Science,  conferred  for  approved  examination  upon 
all  the  studies  in  the  Schools  of  Mathematics,  Natural  Science,  Engineer- 
ing and  Architecture,  and  Anah'tieal  Chemistry. 

4.  Bachelor  of  Arts,  conferred  upon  those  who  have  graduated  in 
the  Schools  of  Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics,  English  Literature,  Natural

5.  Master  of  Arts,  conferred  upon  those  who  have  graduated  in 
Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics  pure  and  applied,  English  Literature,  Natural 
Science,  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  French  and  German.

All  the  forms  and  special  applications  of  Book  keeping  are 
fully  exemplified,  and  ample  instruction  is  given  in  the  specialties  of  the 
business  pursuits  to  winch  the  student  proposes  to  devote  himself. 
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The  division  of  the  Course  of  Stilly  into  .Schools,  by  n>  myitis  dimin- 
ishes the  acquirements  requisite  to  obtain  Collegiate  honors.  The  Stu- 
dent must  be  well  prepared  and  use  great  industry  to  accomplish  the 
prescribed  Course  in  four  years.  We  have  two  courses  for  full  gradua 
tion,  differing  from  each  other  in  the  Languages  studied  ;  and  in  Applied 
Mathematics  and  Natural  Science.  The  two  courses  are  believed  to  be 
about  equal,  and  the  students  in  them  will  be  of  equal  rank  in  College 
exercises  and  honors. 

In  no  department  is  instruction  confined  to  the  text-books,  but  is  ex- 
tended by  ample  courses  of  lectures,  references  and  illustrations.  The 
Museum,  Philosophical  and  Chemical  Apparatus,  Maps,  Charts,  Models, 
etc.,  are  good  and  sufficiently  extensive  for  all  ordinary  purposes.  We 
have  all  necessary  means  for  Chemical  Analysis,  Surveys,  Practical  En- 
gineering, Ac.

Full  reports  are  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  four  times  during  the 
year  ;  these  reports  are  made  with  care,  and  refer  to  scholarship,  atten- 
tion to  duty  ;  punctuality  at  prayers,  preaching  and  Sabbath  School ;  to 
expenses,  manners  and  character  generally.  They  neither  Hatter  norpal- 
liate,  and  give  very  complete  information  on  almost  every  thing  specially 
interesting  to  our  patrons.

We  have  laws  and  regulations  to  which  all  are  required  to  yield  obe- 
dience ;  but  we  not  think  that  students  should  be  left  to  themselves  and 
the  letter  of  the  law.  We  endeavor  by  all  proper  means,  personal  and 
public,  religious  and  social,  to  make  every  one  a  successful  and  useful 
man.  No  parent  need  suppose  that  his  son  is  deprived  of  warnings,  ad- 
monitions and  affectionate  advice;  we  endeavor  to  cultivate  as  well  as 
educate,  and  strive,  by  all  proper  means,  to  avoid  the  evils  so  common  to 
college  life.  So  soon  as  we  are  convinced  that  any  student  will  not  do 
well,  or  that  he  will  deteriorate  by  remaining,  we  cause  him  to  be  taken 
home.

3.  All  students,  under  age,  must  bring  a  letter  from  parent  or  guardian 
and  all  others  must  bring  a  letter  of  introduction  or  a  certificate  of  char- 
acter. 

4.  No  student  is  permitted  to  have  in  his  possession  at  College,  any 
pistol,  gun  or  other  weapon,  or  to  play  at  any  game  of  chance,  to  drink 
any  intoxicating  liquors,  or  to  use  profane  or  indecent  language. 

5.  Every  student  must  faithfully  observe  the  general  routine  regula- 
tions, and  must  attend  Sabbath  School  and  preaching  in  the  College

We  have  laws  and  regulations  to  which  all  are  required  to  yield  obe- 
dience; but  we  do  not  think  that  students  should  be  left  to  themselves 
and  the  letter  of  the  law.  We  endeavor  by  all  proper  means,  personal 
and  public,  religious  and  social,  to  make  every  one  a  successful  and  use- 
ful man.  No  parent  need  suppose  that  his  son  is  deprived  of  warnings, 
admonitions  and  affectionate  advice ;  we  endeavor  to  cultivate  as  well  as 
educate,  and  strive,  by  all  proper  means,  to  avoid  the  evils  so  common 
to  eollege  life.  So  soon  as  we  are  convinced  that  any  student  will  not 
do  well,  or  that  he  will  deteriorate  by  remaining,  we  cause  him  to  be 
taken  home. 

The  following  general  laws  must  be  observed: 

1.  Every  applicant  must  first  report  to  the  President,  and  enter  Col- 
lege as  soon  as  possible  after  he  arrives,  and  must,  in  all  cases,  consult 
the  President  before  making  engagements  for  board,  or  any  other  Col- 
lege arrangement. 
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2.  All  funds  should  be  deposited  with  the  President.  Long  experi- 
ence proves  this  to  be  the  best  way  to  manage  the  finances.  The  student 
will  draw  from  his  deposit  to  pay  tuition  and  fees  to  the  College  Trea- 
surer, (Prof.  Carr.)  and  to  pay  board  and  other  expenses  as  he  may  need. 

3.  All  students,  under  age,  should  bring  a  letter  from  parent  or  guar- 
dian and  all  others,  a  letter  of  introduction  or  a  certificate  of  character. 

4.  No  student  is  permitted  to  have  in  his  possession  at  College,  any 
pistol,  gun  or  other  weapon,  or  to  play  at  any  game  of  chance,  to  drink 
any  intoxicating  liquors,  or  to  use  profane  or  indecent  language. 

5.  Every  student  must  faithfully  observe  the  general  routine  regula- 
tions, and  must  attend  Sabbath  School  and  preaching  iu  the  College 
chapel  on  the  Sabbath. 

G.  No  student  may,  under  any  circumstance,  make  an  account  at  any 
store  or  shop  without  permission  from  the  President.

Checks  and 
drafts  can  be  sent  by  letter ;  money  should  be  sent  by  Express. 

Trinity  is  a  Money  Order  Office.  Post  Office  Orders  on  Trinity  can  be 
obtained  at  all  the  principal  offices  in  the  country.  These  may  always 
be  sent  at  our  risk.  All  funds  may  be  sent  to  the  President,  and  by  him 
receipts  will,  in  all  cases,  be  given.  If  this  is  done,  we  guarantee  that 
the  expenses  shall  not  go  beyond  our  published  rates. 

Students  are  supplied  with  all  necessary  Text-Books  and  Stationery. 
It  is  better  to  buy  at  the  College. 

There  are  thorough  examinations  at  the  end  of  each  grade.  None 
may  avoid  them.  The  examinations  are  oral  and  written ;  they  take  the 
whole  range  of  the  subjects  studied,  and  are  intended  to  be  tests  of 
scholarship.  •  Honors  are  based  upon  the  daily  grade  given  by  the  Pro- 
fessor, and  upon  the  final  examination.  The  examinations  are  suffi- 
ciently comprehensive  and  difficult  to  render  it  impossible  for  the  Stu- 
dent to  acquire  distinction  without  respectable  scholarship. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  and  a  Theological  Society.  These 
afford  a  fine  opportunity  for  improvement,  and  contribute  much  to  the 
literary  efficiency  of  the  Institution.  They  have  elegantly  furnished 
halls,  and  good  litraries.

By  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  A.  B.  will  not,  in  any  case, 
be  conferred  as  an  honorary  degree,  and  before  any  one  can  obtain  it,  he 
must  stand  an  approved  examination  upon  our  Course  of  Instruction. 
A.  SI.  will  not  be  conferred  as  a  matter  of  course,  upon  graduates  of 
three  years'  standing.  It  will  be  bestowed  as  a  literary  degree  upon 
such  as  make  application,  and  after  full  investigation  are  deemed  worthy 
to  receive  it,  and  as  an  honorary  degree  upon  those  whose  superior  ac- 
quirements and  ability  merit  such  distinction.  Xo  degree  of  any  kind 
will  be  conferred  upon  any,  but  such  as  sustain  a  good  moral  character.

All  payments  to  be  made  in  currency;  tuition,  half  in  advance,  the  re- 
mainder at  the  middle  of  the  session ;  board,  monthly  in  advance  ;  $90 
in  advance  will  pay  all  necessary  expenses,  except  books  and  clothing,  in 
the  regular  course  for  five  months  ;  $75  to  $85  in  the  Special  and  Prepar- 
atory. If  our  conditions  are  complied  with,  the  expenses  in  no  case  shall 
go  beyond  these  rates.  Checks  can  be  sent  by  letter  ;  money  should  be 
sent  by  Express.  Trinity  is  a  Money  Order  Office;  Post  office  orders  can 
be  obtained  at  all  the  principal  offices  in  the  country. 


EEPOBm 

Full  reports  are  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  four  times  during  the 
year;  these  reports  are  made  with  care,  and  refer  to  scholarship,  atten- 
tion to  duty  ;  punctuality  at  prayers,  preaching  and  Sabbath  School ;  to 
expenses,  manners  and  character  generally.  They  neither  flatter  nor 
palliate,  and  give  very  complete  information  on  almost  every  thing  spe- 
cially interesting  to  our  patrons. 
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The  following  general  laws  must  be  observed  : 

1.  Every  applicant  must  first  report  to  the  President,  and  enter  Col- 
lege as  soon  as  possible  after  he  arrives,  and  must,  in  all  cases,  consult 
the  President  before  making  engagements  for  board,  or  any  other  College 
arrangement. 

2.  All  funds  should  be  deposited  with  the  President.  Long  experience 
proves  this  to  be  the  best  way  to  manage  the  finances.  The  expenses  in 
this  way  are  less,  and  the  College  books  show  the  items. 

3.  All  students,  under  age,  should  bring  a  letter  from  parent  or  guar- 
dian, and  all  others  a  letter  of  introduction  or  a  certificate  of  character. 

4.  No  student  is  permitted  to  have  in  his  possession  at  College,  any 
pistol,  gun  or  other  weapon,  or  to  play  at  any  game  of  chznee,  to  drink 
any  intoxicating  liquors,  or  use  profane  or  indecent  language. 

5.  Every  student  must  faithfully  observe  the  general  routine  regula- 
tions, and  must  attend  Sabbath  School  and  preaching  in  the  College 
chapel  on  the  Sabbath. 

6.  No  student  may,  under  any  circumstance,  make  an  account  at  any 
store  or  shop  without  permission  from  the  President. 

Absence  from  College. 

If  patrons  wish  theirsons  or  wards  to  leave  the  College  during  the  year, 
for  the  purpose  of  visiting  home  or  any  other  place  at  a  distance,  a  note 
to  that  effect  must  be  sent  to  the  President. 

Ejsercise. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  regular,  systematic,  physical  training,  se- 
curing health,  development  and  all  proper  manly  accomplishments.  Daily 
exercise  is  required. 

TJepoi'tmentc 

Every  student  must  observe  such  propriety  of  language,  form  in  man- 
ners, and  gentlemanly  deportment,  as  are  proper  for  cultured,  Christian 

people  ;  any  departure  therefrom  will  be  cause  for  reprimand,  suspension 
or  dismission. 

Entering   College, 

The  Collegiate  year  is  embraced  in  one  session,  commencing  Septem- 
ber 2d,  1875,  and  ending  June  Sth,  1876.     There  is  a  recess  of  a  few  days 
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at  Christmas.  Students  may  enter  at  any  time,  and  pay  from  that  to  Jan- 
uary 14th  or  June  Sth.  No  deduction  is  made  for  those  who  enter  after 
the  session  has  begun,  and  then  join  the  regular  classes  ;  nor  is  any  de-  * 
duction  made  after  entering,  except  in  cases  of  protracted  sickness.  Tui- 
tion and  fees  must  be  satisfactorily  arranged  before  the  student  is  consid- 
ered as  entered. 

Books, 

Students  are  supplied  with  all  necessary  Text-Books  and  Stationery. — 
It  is  better  to  buy  at  the  College. 

Ex'a  mill  at  co  1 1  s. 

There  are  thorough  examinations  at  the  end  of  each  grade.  None 
may  avoid  them.  The  examinations  are  oral  and  written  ;  they  take  the 
whole  range  of  the  subjects  studied,  and  are  intended  to  be  tests  of  schol- 
arship. Honors  are  based  upon  the  daily  grade  given  by  the  Professor, 
and  upon  the  final  examination.  The  examinations  are  sufficiently  com- 
prehensive and  difficult  to  render  it  impossible  for  the  Student  to  acquire 
distinction  without  respectable  scholarship. 

Literary  Societies. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  and  a  Theological  Society.  These 
afford  a  fine  opportunity  for  improvement,  and  contribute  much  to  the 
literary  efficiency  of  the  Institution.  They  have  elegantly  furnished  halls, 
and  good  libraries. 

Witseum,. 

We  wish  to  enlarge  our  collection  of  Fossils,  Indian  Relics,  and  rare 
or  curious  Minerals.  We  hope  the  friends  of  the  College  will  aid  in  col- 
lecting such  articles,  or  inform  the  President  of  the  College  where  they 
can  be  obtained. 

Society  of  the  Alumni. 

This  is  composed  of  graduates  of  the  Institution,  and  is  intended  to 
promote  higher  literary  culture,  as  well  as  to  renew  the  associations  of 
Academic  life.  The  Society  has  an  Annual  Meeting,  and  an  Address  on 
the  day  preceding  Commencement. 

Means  of  Access. 

By  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  and  various  lines  of  Stages,  the  Col- 
lege is  easily  approached  from  all  points.  All  passengers  by  Railroad 
should  stop  at  High  Point,  where  they  will  find  the  College  hack  every 
day,  except  Sunday.  From  South  or  South-West,  come  by  Savannah, 
Macon, or  Atlanta,  thence  by  Augusta,  Atlanta  and  Charlotte  to  High  Point.

We  have  a  good  Preparatory  School  under  the  immediate  supervision 
of  the  Faculty,  Boys  of  any  age  or  attainment  are  received.  Their  ar- 
rangements for  rooms  and  study  are  pleasant ;  they  are  carefully  guarded 
and  thoroughly  instructed  ;  their  expenses  are  as  moderate  as  the  Prepar- 
atory Schools  generally,  and  they  enjoy  many  advantages  not  generally 
attainable  in  private  schools. 
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The  following  general  laws  must  be  observed  : 

i.  Every  applicant  must  first  report  to  the  President,  and  enter  College 
as  soon  as  possible  after  he  arrives,  and  must,  in  all  cases,  consult  the 
President  before  making  engagements  for  board,  or  any  other  College 
arrangement. 

2.  All  funds  should  be  deposited  with  the  President.  Long  experience 
proves  this  to  be  the  best  way  to  manage  the  finances.  The  expenses  in 
this  way  are  less,  and  the  College  books  show  the  items. 

3.  All  students,  under  age,  should  bring  a  letter  from  parent  or  guar- 
dian, and  all  others  a  letter  of  introduction  or  a  certificate  of  character. 

4.  No  student  is  permitted  to  have  in  his  possession  at  College,  any 
pistol,  gun  or  other  weapon,  or  to  play  at  any  game  of  chance,  to  drink 
any  intoxicating  liquors,  or  use  profane  language. 

5.  Every  student  must  faithfully  observe  the  general  routine  regula- 
tions, and  must  attend  Sabbath  School  and  preaching  in  the  College 
chapel  on  the  Sabbath. 

6.  No  student  may,  under  any  circumstance,  make  an  account  at  any 
store  or  shop  without  permission  from  the  President. 

ABSENCE  FROM  COLLEGE. 
If  patrons  wish   their  sons   or  wards  to  leave  the  College  during  the 
year,  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  home  or  any  other  place  at  a  distance, 
a  note  to  that  effect  must  be  sent  to  the  President.

Arrangements  are  made  for  regular,  systematic,  physical  training,  se- 
curing health,  development  and  all  proper  manly  accomplishments.

Every  student  must  observe  such  propriety  of  language,  form  in  man- 
ners, and  gendemanly  deportment  as  are  proper  for  cultured,  christian 
people  ;  any  departure  thereform  will  be  cause  for  reprimand,  suspension 
or  dismission.

Students  are  supplied  with  all   necessary  Text-Books  and  Stationery.

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REPORTS. 
Full  reports  are  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  four  time  during  the 
year ;  these  reports  are  made  with  care,  and  refer  to  scholarship,  atten- 
tion to  duty;  punctuality  at  prayers,  preaching  and  Sabbath  School;  to 
expenses,  manners  and  character  generally.  They  neither  flatter  nor 
palliate,  and  give  very  complete  information  on  almost  every  thing  spe- 
cially interesting  to  our  patrons. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

There  are  thorough  examinations  at  the  end  of  each  grade.  None 
may  avoid  them.  The  examinations  are  oral  and  written  ;  they  take  the 
whole  range  of  the  subjects  studied,  and  are  intended  to  be  tests  of  schol- 
arship. Honors  are  based  upon  the  daily  grade  given  by  the  Professor, 
and  upon  the  final  examination.  The  examinations  are  sufficiently  com- 
prehensive and  difficult  to  render  it  impossible  for  the  student  to  acquire 
distinctions  without  respectable  scholarship.

They  neither 
flatter  nor  palliate,  and  give  very  complete  information  on  almost 
every  thing  specially  interesting  to  our  patrons. 
EXAMINATIONS. 

There  are  thorough  examinations  at  the  end  of  each  grade.  None 
may  avoid  them.  The  examinations  are  oral  and  written;  they  take 
the  whole  range  of  the  subjects  studied,  and  are  intended  to  be  tests 
of  scholarship.  Honors  are  based  upon  the  daily  grade  given  by  the 
Professor,  and  upon  the  final  examination.  The  examinations  are 
sufficiently  comprehensive  and  difficult  to  render  it  impossible  for 
the  student  to  acquire  distinctions  without  respectable  scholarship. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  and  a  Theological  Society.  These 
afford  a  tine  opportunity  for  improvement,  and  contribute  much  to 
the  literary  efficiency  of  the  Institution.  They  have  elegantly  fur- 
nished halls,  and  good  libraries. 

MUSEUM. 

We  wish  to  enlarge  our  collection  of  Fossils,  Indian  Relics,  and 
rare  or  curious  Minerals.  We  hope  the  friends  of  the  College  will 
aid  in  collecting  such  articles,  or  inform  the  President  of  the  College 
where  they  can  be  obtained. 

SOCIETY  OF  THE  ALUMNI. 

This  is  composed  of  graduates  of  the   Institution,  and   is   intended 
to  promote  higher  literary  culture,    as  well  as  to  renew  the  associa- 
tions of  Academic  life.     The  Society  has  an  Annual  Meeting,   and 
au  address  on  the  day  preceding  Commencement.

By  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  and  various  lines  of  Stages,  the 
College  is  easily  approached  from  all  points.  All  passengers  by  Rail- 
road should  stop  at  High  Point,  where  they  will  find  the  College 
hack  every  day  except  Sunday.  From  South  or  South-west,  come 
bv  Savannah.  Macon,  or  Atlanta,  thence  by  Charlotte  to  High  Point.

Whole  expense  for  ten  months,  including  every  item  of  expense,  ex- 
cept clothing  and  hooks.  $175  to  $185  or  §10."5.  These  variations  de- 
pend on  the  board  selected,  and  the  variation  in  board  depends  al- 
most exclusively  upon  distance  from  the  College. 

The  above  does  not  include  matriculation,  or  initiation  fee  into  a 
Literary  Society ;  these  cost  $8,  and  are  paid  only  one  time.  Pay- 
ments are  to  be  made  in  advance,  §7.">.  $80,  or  $84  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  September  5th ;  and  $100,  $105.  or  $110  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Spring  term.  January  4th.  When  these  sums  are  paid  a 
receipt  in  full  will  be  given.  In  the  Preparatory  the  above  sums  are 
reduced  §10  for  the  year:  in  Special  Courses,  from  §10  to  §20. 

Those  who  enter  for  one  term  only  pay:  Fall  Term.  $78,  $83,  or 
$87;  Spring  Term.  §103.  §108.  or  $113,  according  to  the  board 
selected. 

BOARDING  CLUBS. 

This  plan  has  been  fully  tested  during  the  past  year,  and  has  been 
very  successful.  By  this  means  board  costs  from  $5  to  §<;-  per  month. 
We  have  good  rooms  for  this  purpose,  and  recommend  it  as  a  good 
form  of  Collegr  life. 

COLLEGE  BILLS. 

We  are  aware  that  College  bills  are  generally  much  larger  than  the 
published  rates,  and  that  patrons  have  to  pay  more  than  was  expect- 
ed. This  is  entirely  unnecessary,  and  will  not  occur  at  Trinity,  if 
our  directions  are  followed.  The  student  should  bring  funds  to  pay 
the  regular  charges  as  published,  a  receipt  for  which  is  given  in  full. 
He  should  deposit  with  the  President  in  addition,  what  may  be  deem- 
ed necessary  to  buy  books,  and  defray  contingent  expenses.  The 
cost  might  be  much  less  and  the  student  more  comfortable,  if  we 
fullv  controlled  the  whole  matter.

No  deduction  in  tuition  or  fees  is  made  for  those  who  leave  before 
the  end  of  the  term,  except  in  cases  of  protracted  sickness,  and  none 
for  those  are  absent  at  the  beginning  of  a  term  and  then  join  the 
regular  classes.

Those  who  wish  to  prosecute  some  particular  study,  or  those  of  any  one 
school,  will  find  the  most  ample  and  efficient  accommodation.  Their 
classes  and  recitations  will  be  suitably  arranged ,  they  will  enjoy  all  the 
privileges  of  the  Societies,  Libraries,  &c,  and  will  receive  certificates  of 
scholarship  according  to  advancement. 

We  have  a  good  Preparatory  School  under  the  immediate  supervision 
of  the  Faculty.  Boys  of  any  age  or  attainment  are  received.  Their  ar- 
rangements for  rooms  and  study  are  pleasant ;  they  are  carefully  guarded 
and  thoroughly  instructed ;  their  expenses  are  as  moderate  as  the  Prepar- 
atory Schools  generally,  and  they  enjoy  many  advantages  not  generally 
attainable  in  private   schools. 
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The  following  general  laws  must  be  observed : 

1.  Every  applicant  must  first  report  to  the  President  and  enter  College 
as  soon  as  possible  after  he  arrives,  and  must,  in  all  cases,  consult  the 
President  before  making  engagments  for  board,  or  any  other  College 
arrangement. 

2.  All  funds  should  be  deposited  with  the  President.  Long  experience 
proves  this  to  be  the  best  way  to  manage  the  finances.  The  expenses  in 
this  way  are  less,  and  the  College  books  show  the  items. 

3.  All  students,  under  age,  should  bring  a  letter  from  parent  or  guar- 
dian, and  all  others  a  letter  of  introduction  or  certificate  of  character. 

4.  No  student  is  permitted  to  have  in  his  possession  at  College,  any 
pistol,  gun  or  other  weapon,  or  to  play  at  any  game  of  chance,  to  drink 
any  intoxicating  liquors,  or  to  use  any  profane  language. 

5.  Every  student  must  faithfully  observe  the  general  routine  regula- 
tions, and  must  attend  Sabbath  School  and  preaching  in  the  College 
chapel  on  the  Sabbath. 

6.  No  student  may,  under  any  circumstances,  make  an  account  at  any 
store  or  shop  without  permission  from  the  President. 

ABSENCE  FROM  COLLEGE. 

If  patrons  wish  their  sons  or  wards  to  leave  the  College  during  the 
year,  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  home  or  any  other  place  at  a  distance,  a 
note  to  that  effect  must  be  sent  to  the  President. 

EXERCISE. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  regular,  systematic,  physical  training,  se- 
curing health,  development  and  all  proper  manly  accomplishments. 
Daily  exercise  is  required. 

DEPORTMENT. 

Every  student  must  observe  such  propriety  of  language,  form  in  man- 
ners, and  gentlemanly  deportment  as  are  proper  for  cultured,  christian 
people ;  any  departure  therefrom  will  be  cause  for  reprimand,  suspension 
or  dismission. 

BOOKS. 

Students  are  supplied  with  all  necessary  Text -Books  and  Stationery. 
It  is  better  to  buy  at  the  College. 
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REPORTS. 

Full  reports  are  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  four  times  during  the 
year  ;  these  reports  are  made  with  care,  and  refer  to  scholarship,  attention 
to  duty;  punctuality  at  prayers,  preaching  and  Sabbath  School;  to  ex- 
penses, manners  and  character  generally.  They  neither  flatter  nor 
palliate,  and  give  very  complete  information  on  almost  everything  spe- 
cially interesting  to  our  patrons. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

There  are  thorough  examinations  at  the  end  of  each  grade.  None 
may  avoid  them.  The  examinations  are  oral  and  written ;  they  take  the 
whole  range  of  the  subjects  studied,  and  are  intended  to  be  tests  of  schol- 
arship. Honors. are  based  upon  the  daily  grade  given  by  the  Professor, 
and  upon  the  final  examination.  The  examinations  are  sufficiently  com- 
prehensive and  difficult  to  render  it  impossible  for  the  student  to  acquire 
distinctions  without  respectable  scholarship.

The  Society  has  an  Annual  Meeting,  and  an  address  on 
the  day  preceding  Commencement.

All  passengers  by  Railroad 
should  stop  at  High  Point,  where  they  will  find  the  College  hack  every 
day  except  Sunday.  From  South  or  South-west,  come  by  Savannah, 
Macon,  or  Atlanta,  thence  by  Augusta,  Atlanta  and  Charlotte  to  High 
Point.

2.  Graduate  in  a  school,  conferred  upon  those  who  have  completed  the 
studies  in  any  School,  and  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination. 

3.  Bachelors  of  Science,  conferred  for  approved  examination  upon  all 
the  studies  in  the  Schools  of  Mathematics,  Natural  Science,  P^ngineering 
and  Architecture,  and  Analytical  Chemistry. 

4.  Bachelor  of  Arts,  conferred  upon  those  who  have  graduated  in  the 
Schools  of  Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics,  English  Literature,  Natural  Science, 
Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  and  French  ;  or,  in  either  Latin  or  Greek, 
Mathematics,  English  Literature,  Natural  Science,  Mental  and  Moral 
Philosophy,  French  and  German ;  and  Engineering  and  Architecture,  or 
Analytical  Chemistry. 

•5.  Master  of  Arts,  conferred  upon  those  who  have  graduated  in  Latin, 
(ireek,  Mathematics,  pure  and  applied,  English  Literature,  Natural 
Science,  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  French  and  German.  An  essay 
on  some  subject  selected  by  the  Faculty,  must  he  prepared  by  the  student 
for  Commencement  Day.

Their  ar- 
rangements for  rooms  and  study  are  pleasant;  they  are  carefully  guarded 
and  thoroughly  instructed;  their  expenses  are  as  moderate  as  the  Prepara- 
tory Schools  generally,  and  they  enjoy  many  advantages  not  generally 
attainable  in  private  schools. 
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The  following  general  laws  must  be  observed: 

1.  Every  applicant  must  first  report  to  the  President  and  enter  College 
a-s  soon  as  possible  .after  he  arrives,  and  must,  in  all  cases,  consult  the 
President  before  making  engagements  for  board,  or  any  other  College  ar- 
rangement. 

2.  All  funds  should  be  deposited  with  the  President.  Long  experience 
proves  this  to  be  the  best  way  to  manage  the  finances.  The  expenses  in 
this  way  are  less,  and  the  College  books  show  the  items. 

3.  All  students,  under  age,  should  bring  a  letter  from  parent  or  guardian, 
anil  all  others  a  letter  of  introduction  or  certificate  of  character. 

4.  No  student  is  permitted  to  have  in  his  possession  at  College,  any 
pi>tol,  gun  or  other  weapon,  or  to  play  at  any  game  of  chance,  to  drink  any 
intoxicating  liquors,  or  to  use  any  profane  language. 

5.  Every  student  must  faithfully  observe  the  general  routine  regulations; 
and  must  attend  Sabbath  School  and  preaching  in  the  College  chapel  on 
the  Sabbath. 

6.  No  student  may,  under  any  circumstances,  make  an  account  at  any 
store  or  shop  without  permission  from  the  President. 

Absence  from  College. 

If  patrons  wish  their  sons  or  wards  to  leave  the  College  during  the  year, 
for  the  purpose  of  visiting  home  or  any  other  place  at  a  distance,  a  note  to 
that  effect  must  be  sent  to  the  President. 

Exercise, 

Arrangements  are  made  for  regular,  systematic,  physical  training,  secur- 
ing health,  development  and  all  proper  manly  accomplishments.  Daily 
exercise  is  required. 

Deportment. 

Ever\r  student  must  observe  such  propriety  of  language,  form  in  man- 
ners, and  gentlemanly  deportment  as  are  proper  for  cultured,  christian 
people;  any  departure  therefrom  will  be  cause  for  reprimand,  suspension 
or  dismission.

Students  are  supplied  with  all   necessary  text-books  and  stationery.     It 

is  better  to  buy  at  the  College. 

Reports. 

Full  reports  are  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  four  times  during  the 
year;  these  reports  are  made  with  care,  and  refer  to  scholarship,  attention 
to  duty  ;  punctuality  at  prayers,  preaching  and  Sabbath  school ;  to  expenses, 
manners  and  character  generally.  They  neither  flatter  nor  palliate,  and 
give  very  complete  information  on  almost  everything  specially  interesting 
to  our  patrons. 

Exam  ina  tions. 

There  are  thorough  examinations  at  the  end  of  each  grade.  None  may 
avoid  them.  The  examinations  are  oral  and  written  ;  they  take  the  whole 
range  of  the  subjects  studied,  and  are  intended  to  be  tests  of  scholarship- 
Honors  are  based  upon  the  daily  grade  given  by  the  Professor,  and  upon 
the  final  examination.  The  examinations  are  sufficiently  comprehensive 
and  difficult  to  render  it  impossible  for  the  student  to  acquire  distinctions 
without  respectable  scholarship. 

Literary  Societies. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  and  a  Theological  Society.  These  afford 
a  fine  opportunity  for  improvement,  and  contribute  much  to  the  literary 
efficiency  of  the  Institution.  They  have  elegantly  furnished  halls  and 
good  libraries. 

Museum. 

We  wish  to  enlarge  our  collection  of  Fossils,  Indian  Relics  and  rare  or 
curious  Minerals.  We  hope  the  friends  of  the  College  will  aid  in  collect- 
ing such  articles  or  inform  the  President  of  the  College  where  they  can  be 
obtained. 

Society  of  the  Alumni. 

This  is  composed  of  graduates  of  the  Institution,  and  is  intended  to 
promote  higher  literary  culture,  as  well  as  to  renew  the  associations  of 
academic  life.  The  Society  has  an  annual  meeting  and  an  address  on  the 
day  preceding  Commencement. 

3Ieans  of  Access. 

By  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  and  various  lines  of  Stages,  the  College 
is  easily  approached  from  all  points.  All  passengers  by  railroad  should 
stop  at  High  Point,  where  they  will  find  the  College  hack  every  day  ex- 
cept Sunday.  From  south  or  south-west,  come  by  Savannah,  Macon  or 
Atlanta,  thence  by  Augusta,  Atlanta  and  Charlotte  to  High  Point. 
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The  Fall  Term  begins  September  3d,  1879,  and  ends  January  2d,  1880. 
The  Spring  Term  begins  January  3d,  and  ends  June  12th,  1880.  The 
Spring  Term  is  more  than  a  month  longer  than  the  Fall  Term,  and  tin- 
expenses  vary  in  the  same  ratio.

The  following  general  laws  must  be  observed  : 

1.  Every  applicant  must  first  report  to  the  President  and  enter  College 
as  soon  as  possible  after  he  arrives,  and  must,  in  all  cases,  consult  the 
President  before  making  engagements  for  board,  or  any  other  College 
arrangement. 

2.  All  funds  should  be  deposited  with  the  President.  Long  experience 
proves  this  to  be  the  best  way  to  manage  the  finances.  The  expenses  in 
this  way  are  less,  and  the  College  books  show  the  items. 

3.  All  students  under  age,  shall  bring  a  letter  from  parent  or  guardian, 
and  all  others  a  letter  of  introduction  or  certificate  of  character. 

4.  No  student  is  permitted  to  have  in  his  possession  at  College,  any  pistol, 
gun,  or  other  weapon,  to  play  at  any  game  of  chance,  to  drink  any  intox- 
icating liquors,  or  to  use  any  profane  language. 

5.  Every  student  must  faithfully  observe  the  general  routine  regulations  ; 
and  must  attend  Sabbath  School  and  preaching  in  the  College  chapel  on 
the  Sabbath. 

6.  No  student  may,  under  any  circumstances,  make  an  account  at  any 
store  or  shop  without  permission  from  the  President. 

7.  Every  student  before  entering,  must  sign  a  copy  of  these  laws,  thereby 
pledging  his  honor  as  a  gentleman  to  obey  them. 

ABSENCE  FROM  COLLEGE. 
If  patrons  wish  their  sons  or  wards  to  leave  the  College  during  the  year 
for  the  purpose  of  visiting  home  or  any  other  place  at  a  distance,  a  note  to 
that  effect  must  be  sent  to  the  President.

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REPORTS. 

Full  reports  are  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  four  times  during  the 
year;  these  reports  are  made  with  care,  and  refer  to  scholarship,  attention 
to  duty,  punctuality  at  prayers,  preaching  and  Sabbath  school;  to  ex- 
penses, manners  and  character  generally.  They  neither  flatter  nor  palli- 
ate, and  give  very  complete  information  on  almost  everything  specially 
interesting  to  our  patrons. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

There  are  thorough  examinations  at  the  end  of  each  grade.  Xone  may 
avoid  them.  The  examinations  are  oral  and  written;  they  take  the  whole 
range  of  the  subjects  studied,  and  are  intended  to  be  tests  of  scholarship. 
Honors  are  based  upon  the  daily  grade  given  by  the  Professor,  and  upon 
the  final  examination.  The  examinations  are  sufficiently  comprehensive 
and  difficult  to  render  it  impossible  for  the  student  to  acquire  distinctions 
without  respectable  scholarship. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  and  a  Theological  Society. .  These 
afibrd  a  fine  opportunity  for  improvement,  and  contribute  much  to  the 
library  efficiency  of  the  Institution.  They  have  elegantly  furnished  halls 
and  good  libraries.     No  secret  Societies  or  clubs  are  here. 

MUSEUM. 

We  wish  to  enlarge  our  collection  of  Fossils,  Indian  Relics  and  rare  or 
curious  Minerals.  We  hope  the  friends  of  the  College  will  aid  in  collect- 
ing such  articles  or  inform  the  President  of  the  College  where  they  can  be 
obtained.  During  the  past  year  we  have  received  valuable  contributions 
from  Rev.  C.  C.  Woods,  D.  D.,  of  Missouri;  Rev.  N*  M.  Jurney,  of  Fre- 
mont ;  Prof.  J.  W.  Lucas,  of  Fremont;  Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  of  Tarboro  ;  Rev. 
M.  L.  Wood,  and  others. 

SOCIETY  OF  THE  ALUMNI. 

This  is  composed  of  graduates  of  the  Institution,  and  is  intended  to 
promote  higher  literary  culture,  as  well  as  to  renew  the  associations  of 
academic  life.  The  Society  has  an  annual  meeting  and  an  address  on  the 
day  preceding  Commencement. 

MEANS  OF  ACCESS. 
By  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  and  various  lines  of  Stages,  the  College 
is  easily  approached  from  all  points.  All  passengers  by  railroad  should 
stop  at  High  Point,  where  they  will  find  the  College  hack  every  day  ex- 
cept Sunday.  From  south  or  south-west,  come  by  Savannah,  Macon  or 
Atlanta,  thence  by  Augusta,  Atlanta  and  Charlotte  to  High  Point. 
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The  Fall  Term  begins  September  1st  and  ends  December  31st,  1880;  the 
Spring  Term  begins  January  3d  and  ends  June  9th,  1881.  The  Spring 
Term  is  six  weeks  longer  than  the  Fall  Term,  hence  the  difference  in  the 
expense.

When  the  tuition  and  fees  for  the  whole  year  are  paid  strictly  in  ad- 
vance at  the  first  of  the  year,  ?5.00  is  deducted. 

Clubs. — We  have  good  rooms  for  clubs.  They  find  their  own  furniture, 
pay  fifty  cents  per  month  room  rent,  and  save,  from  §3  to  $5  per  month 
in  the  expenses. 

Tuition  and  fees  must  be  paid  for  the  session  in  advance;  board,  monthly 
in  advance. 

The  student  should  always  deposit  some  money  to  pay  for  books,  and 
any  personal  expense  that  may  arise. 

Books  are  cash,  on  them  time  cannot  be  given. 

As  far  as  possible,  all  clothing  should  be  furnished  from  home. 

The  student  must  pay  for  any  damage  done  by  him  to  the  buildings, 
furniture,  &c. 

PAYMENTS. 

All  money  should  be  deposited  with  the  President,  and  all  payments 
made  through  his  office.  It  is  hoped  this  rule  will  be  strictly  observed  in 
all  cases,  even  in  sending  pocket  money  for  the  students.  Payment  may 
be  made  by  check  on  any  bank  or  commercial  house,  post-office  order,  ex- 
press or  registered  letter.  Payment  must  be  made  as  above  stated,  unless 
other  arrangements  have  been  made.  When  time  is  desired,  the  parties 
should  correspond  with  the  President. 

No  deduction  is  made  for  those  who  leave  before  the  end  of  the  term, 
except  in  case  of  protracted  sickness.

Their  arrange- 
ments for  rooms  and  study  are  pleasant;  they  are  carefully  guarded  and 
thoroughly  instructed;  their  expenses  areas  moderate  as  the  Preparatory 
Schools  generally,  and  they  enjoy  many  advantages  net  generally  attainable 
in  private  schools. 
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College  Laws. 


The  following  general  laws  must  be  observi  J  : 

I.  Every  applicant  must  first  report  to  the  President  and  enter  College  as 
ss  possible  after  he  arrives,  and  must,  in  all  cases,  consult  the  President 
before  making  engagements  for  board,  or  any  other  C  >llege  arrangement. 

1.  All  ftinds  should  be  deposited  with  the  President.  Long  experience 
proves  this  to  be  the  best  way  to  manage  the  finances.  The  expenses  in  this 
way  are  less,  and  the  College  books  show  the  items. 

:-!.  All  students  under  age  shall  bring  a  letter  from  parent  or  guardian,  and 
ail  others  a  letter  of  introduction  or  certificate  of  character. 

1.  No  student  is  permitted  to  have  in  his  possession  at  College,  any  pistol, 
gun,  or  other  weapon,  to  play  at  any  game  of  chance,  to  drinlc  any  intoxica- 
ting Honors,  or  to  use  any  profane  language. 

">.  Every  student  must  faithfully  observe  the  general  routine  regulations; 
and  must  attend  Sabbath  School  and  preaching  in  the  College  chapel  on  the 
Sabbath. 

■  k  No  student  may,  under  any  ■jircumstances,  make  an  account  at  any  store 
or  shop  without  permission  from  the  President. 

7.  Every  student  before  entering,  must  sign  a  copy  of  these  laws,  thereby 
ging  bis  honor  as  a  gentleman  to  obey  them. 

ABSENCE  FROM  COLLEGE. 

If  patrons  wish  their  sons  or  wards  to  leave  the  College  during  the  year  for 
urposeof  visiting  home  or  any  other  place  at  a  distance,  a  note  to  that 
:  must  besent  to  the  President 

EXERCISES. 

Arrangements  arc  made  for  regular,  systematic,  physical  training,  securing 
health,  development  and  all  proper  manly  accomplishments.  Daily  exercise 
is  required. 

DEPORTMENT. 

Every  student  must  observe  such  propriety  of  language,  form  in  manners, 
a;io  gentlemanly  deportment  as  are  proper  for  cultured.  Christian  people; 
any  departure  therefrom  will  be  cause  for  reprimand,  suspension  or  dismis- 
sion. 

LOOKS. 

Students  are  supplied  with  all  necessary  text-books  and  stationery.  It  is 
better  to  buy  at  the  College. 

REPORTS. 

Full  reports  are  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  four  times  during  the  year; 
these  reports  are  made  with  care,  and  refer  to  scholarship,  attention  to  duty, 
punctuality  at  prayers,  preaching  and  Sabbath  School;  to  expenses,  man- 
mis  -and  character  generally.  They  neither  liatter  nor  palliate,  and  give 
very  complete  information  on  almost  everything  specially  interesting  to  our 
patrons. 
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EXAMINATIONS. 

There  are  thorough  examinations  at  the  end  of  each  grade.  None  may 
avoid  them.  The  examinations  are  oral  and  written;  they  take  the  whole 
range  of  the  subjects  studied,  and  are  intended  to  be  tests  of  scholarship. 
Honors  are  based  upon  the  daily  grade  given  by  the  Professor,  and  upon  the 
final  examination.  The  examinations  are  sufficiently  comprehensive  and 
difficult  as  to  render  it  impossible  forth'*  students  to  acquire  distinctions 
without  respectable  scholarship. 

LITERARY    SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  and  a  Theological  Society.    These  affbrd  a        jj 
fine  opportunity  for  improvement,  and  contribute  much  to  the  library  effi- 
ciency of  the  Institution.    They  have  elegantly  furnished  halls  and  good 
libraries.    No  secret  societies  or  clubs  are  here.  )

Tuition  and  fees  must  be  paid  for  the  session  in  advance;  board  monthly  in 
advance. 

The  student  should  always  deposit  some  money  to  pay  for  books,  and  any 
personal  expense  that  may  arise. 

Books  are  cash,  on  them  time  cannot  be  given. 

As  far  as  possible,  all  clothing  should  be  furnished  from  home. 

The  student  must  pay  for  any  damage  done  by  him  to  the  buildings,  lurni- 
ture,  &c. 

PAYMENTS. 

All  money  should  be  deposited  with  the  President,  and  all  payments  made 
through  his  office  It  is  boped  this  rule  will  be  strictly  observed  in  all  cases, 
even  in  sending  pocket  money  for  the  students.  Payment  may  be  made  by 
check  on  any  bank  or  commercial  house,  post-office  order,  express  or  regis- 
tered letter.  Payment  must  be  made  as  above  stated,  unless  other  arrange- 
ments have  been  made.  When  time  is  desired,  the  parties  should  correspond 
with  the  President.

Bj-  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  A.  B.  will  not,  in  any  case,  be  con- 
ferred as  an  honorary  degree,  and  before  any  one  can  obtain  it,  he  must 
stand  an  approved  examination  upon  our  Course  of  Instruction.  A.  M.  will 
not  be  conferred,  as  a  matter  of  course,  upon  graduates  of  three  years  stand- 
ing. It  will  be  bestowed  as  a  literary  degree  upon  such  as  make  application 
and,  after  full  investigation,  are  deemed  worthy  to  receive  it,  and  as  an  hon- 
orary degree  upon  those  whose  superior  acquirements  and  ability  merit 
such  distinction.  No  degree  of  any  kind  will  be  conferred  upon  any  but 
such  as  sustain  a  good  moral  character. 
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
